The New Comet, 

The new comet—which curiuusly en- 
ough, was not seen on tho 6th ar th inst , 
although, there appeared iv be ne -pre- 
ceptible atmospheric olstacte in the diree- 
tion whore it should have been visible—was 
again well seen after sunset: yesterday even- 
ing (says the Singupore Free Press of the 
Oth inat.). Its exact astronomical position 
was about 0° 30’ south of the star catnlogued 
as 44 Bridani, Defining its place othurwise, 
its Right Ascension waa 4 honrs 20 min., 
and its declination was 0° 30’ North, The 
comet set at 7.30 p.m.. or about 10 minutos 
later than on the 6th inst, (Sunday}, but 
precisely in the same spot, - On the bth, its 
proper moticn appoared to be very great, 
while last night it appeared to have no mo- 
tion of its own. Last night two tails wore 
visible, ono fairly bright tail formed an an— 


gle of 45°, and the faintone 39°, with. the 
Tho tails of course puinted to- 
wards the south, that is, away from the sun, 
Tn order to give a popular idea of the posi- 
tion, it may be suid that at 7 0’cluck Inst 
night it corresponded toa point approxim- 
ately midway between Orion and theliorizor,

Tungkun Medical Missionary Hospital: 

‘the report for the year 1990 of the 
Medical Missionary Hospital, 
which institution is run in connection with 
the Rhenish Missionary Society, has just 
come ta hand. Tt is regretted that tho work 
of the past year was scrioasly interrupted 
hy the unsettled state of ‘public feeling in 
South China. In July, wild rumeura were 
circulating, placards wore posted calling 
upon the people to kill all foreigners, to 
destroy. the chapels and thus to inerease 
the glury of the Middle Kingdom. On 3rd 
August, the Civil Mandarin of Tungkun 
ordered all utissionaries of the district to 
Iéave as soon.as possible for a safer place 
on the cvast, as he could not protect them 
They accordingly started for 
Hongkong on the 6th August, leaving the 
work in the hands of the native staff, who 
bravely carried it on, even when two months 
lator, the Roman Catholicand American Pros- 
byterian chapelsat Sheklung, thenvighbour- 
ing town, were destroyed. The mission- 
aries returned on the 21st October, accept- 
ing che invitation of the German Consul 
(Dr Kallen) ut Canton, to join the S.MLS. 
Schamien, which then made hor first re- 
conncitring trip ty Tupgkan. The premises 
were found as they bad beeu left, and none 
of the native “Christians had been por- 
secuted or killed, so it was resolved to 
stay, The uumber of out-patien(s cim- 
pared with the year before showed a 
diminution of over 6000, 18,779 patients 
were seen on 140 consulting” days, an 
averuge of 98 per day; 330 in-patients 
were treated in the wards, ‘905 operations 
performed and 36 homo yi its paid.

In these days when the eyes of the 
whole world aru turned towards the land 
of the colestialx, a short description of the 
ponies of the country mny ‘be of gencral 
interest. The ponies of Chinn may be di- 
jute Fonr Jarge classes. 
Firstly, there is the small well-shaped 
little animal of Cuchin-China and Tonquin, 
resembling very much the, hardy little 
animals of Burma. Secondly, thero is tho 
so-called Nanking pony, which vuxtends 
from about the Hang-chow River'to tho 
Yangtsekiang, and is found as far os West. 
Rinkiang. Phis 36 = special local 
breod which hua: exiated for ages. 
Seldom over 12. hands in height, 
he ia sound hardy _ little beast. 
‘Thirdly, there is the animal whieh is 
red on the Upper  Yangtse generally

wel}-shaped little animal, with a short 
‘thick neck and body sect on sound clean 

cys. LHe is rather thicker set than those 
of Tonquin and Sonthera China. Lnatly, 
thera is the Mongolian pony which has 
accompanied the roving Mongols from 
Western Asia ncross the whole enormous 
tract of Siboria and Northern Chins, and 
which is now to be met with slightly 
modified by the ratiety of climate and 
feeding, from ‘tho Black to the Yellow 
Sea. In fact the same animal js often seen 
in European Russia,. He is bred in 
Mongolia and Manchuria, whero he is said 
to exist in largo puinbers. 

Coming as he docs froma cold raw climate, 
where he has never known what it ia to have 
sufficient food and shelter, and where the 

with haa been of the 
isas may be expected a long- 
bred looking animal, Stand- 
ing on an average between 12 and 13 hands, 
he is particularly noticeatle for his long 
body and short legs, Though longthy in the 
hody he is exceptionally well ribbed up, 
and presonts the appearance of he- 
ing up te great weight, Another dis- 
tingnishing featare is his short thick 
neck ; it looks ssa rule out of all proportion 
to the length of his body, and surmounted 
as it is by a thick shaggy mano and with a 
heavy coarse head often badly set, on, the 
animal has anything but the appesrance of 
being well-bred. The Mongolians generally 
ride their ponies with their sharp snaffles, 
which tenda to give them hard mouths. 
Aluo they are never trained to trot, but are 
made Lo travel at a shuffling sort of amble. 
Used as thoy are, cithor as baggage animals, 
riding, or to carry Chinese chnirs, and be- 
ing thoroughly broken and usually wbout 
soven yes vt age before they find their 
way South, it is small wonder that they do 
Bot quite fulfil the Kuropean ides of a com- 
fortable hack. 

‘One of the first things any young man 
does vn arriving in tho Kast, na matter 
what his profession may be, is to. screw Up
